Tien Tsin city fell between 7 and 8 
o'clock oa the morning of June 30th. 
It is understood that a Shanghai des- 
patch undoubtedly referred to the na- 
rive city of Tien T'sin from which Chin- 
ese have been bombarding the foreign 


quarters and the despateh is taken to 


mean that the allies are more than 


holding their own. Other advices re- 


ceived by way of Shanghai aver that 
the Chinese losses around Tien Tsin 
are between 7,000 and 8,000 according 
to official estimates. 

The losses of the internationals were 
heavy at Tien Tsin and the native city, 
when captured, was « horrible spec- 


tarle. Chinese bodies lay thick around 
the guns. The situation in Kwang 
Tung (Or Zua.2rn (province) grows 


worse. .Li Hung Chang is said to be 
trying to raise a force of two hundred 
thousand militia. Amarchy is wide- 
epread in the province of Shan Tung 
in spite of the efforts of Yuan Shikai, 
the governor to control the _ revolti. 
Happily a band of thirty-five 4.meri- 
can and other missionaries reached 
Tsin Tam safe on July 2nd. Viceroy 
Liu is reported to be free'y executing 
disturbers of the peace at Nankin! 
Reported Massacre at Pekin 

Shanghai, July 4th: Th-ee Chinese 
servants of foreigners have, it is rum- 
ored from a good source, escaped from 
Pekir( They assert that all the for- 
rigners, 1,000 in number, including 400 
soldiers, 100 members of the Chinese 
customs staff, and a number of women 
and children had fought till their 
ammunition was exhausted in the 
British legation. The legatiom itvas 
finally burned and all the foreigners 
were killed. 

A correspondent of the Express at 
Che Foo telegraphing Wednesday 
tays: Admiral Seymour was wound- 
ed while sitting in a house at Tien 
Tsin, ky a Chinese Sharpshooter, 

The admiralty has received a dis- 
patch from Seymour dated Tien Tsin 
Staurday June 30th. After repeating 
the news from Pekin of the destruction 
of all the legations except the British, 
French and German and part of the 
Russian, he adds. . “The Europeans 
have gathered in the British legation; 
They have provisions, but the am: 
munition is scarce. One gate of the 
city near the legation is held by the 
Europeans with guns captured from 
the Chinese. Five of the Marine guard 
have been killed and an officer wound- 
edd. There is not much sickness at 
present. The Chinese flooded the 
country near here yesterday from ‘the 
iGrand Canal, the object probably be- 
ing for the defence of the city from 


the south. It does no injury to us. 
Our general health is good.” 
The lateqt from China is thai 


nlthough nothing is definitely known 
it is generally believed all the foreign- 
ers in Pekin have been wired out. The 
Chinese are telling the story of the 
final rush into the British legation, 
when the foreigners ammunitior had 
heen exhausted. The Chinese burned 
Pei Ho bridge and cut off the retreat 
the international forces to Taku. 
The Japanese are needed and appear to 
be the only present salvation of the 
sitgia tion,

FROM SOUTS AFRICA. 

M. McCauley, M. L. ‘A., is in receipt 
Mc- 
Cauley, with the Mounted Rifles. The 
letter was written from Kroonstad on 
May 13th. 

“During the last two weeks we have 
had the experience of being under fire. 
Leaving Bethany on April 27th, we 
reached Bloemfontein on 29th, where 
we camped about four miles north of 
the city. General Hutton inspected 
the camp and told us that the C.M.R. 
were under his division. The brigade 
commenced the forward march on May 
ist, crossed the Modder river going 
northeast of the railway and continued 
till the 3rd when the direction was 
About 9 a. m. 
the enemy was sighted on a high kopt 


oa letter from his son, A. J. H. 


It is as follows: 


in about 2,000 yards ‘then galloped 
ong the face of the kopje, dismount= 
sd. and extended in a firing line with 
the finst company of mounted infantry 
(Imperial). While on the gallop the 
Boers poured in a vontinuous fire. We 
uw the bullets striking the earth all 
round usand heard them whiz past our 
ans. It was an exciting time. but the 
C.'M. R. kept in order and obeyed the 
vommands Very few. of us could see 
the enemy even with glasses, but we 
ired at the place we were told wheth- 
“rT we saw anybody or not. When the 
irtillery to the right had begun to 
ut the shells amongst them, the fire 
a us stopped, and the enemy after 
“wo hours action beat a hasty retreat. 
Che losses reported were: Boers, 3 
killed and nine wounded; British, 5 
wounded (British Mounted Infantry) 
ind two or three horses killed. Ti was 
‘miraculous how the OC. M. R. did not 
have a man hurt. The next day we 
marched through the Boer laageny 
which they hastily left duting the 
ught, and saw tents, clothes, food and 
everything imaginable; also some ex- 
flosive ammunition. The artillery did 
come firing, but we were out of range 
that day. The fourth troop, C.. hada 
close call. They had been fianking on 
the left and were too far ahead of the 
main body. The Boers could have put 
in a stiff fire at close range, but they 
only fired a few shots because their 
retreating occupied their attention. On 
the 5th, Gen. Hutton addressed the C. 
M. R. and Col .-Evans was given com- 
mand of the 2nd Battalion in place of 
Col. Herchmer. Advancing, the ene- 
my were engaged again at Vet River 
the artillery doing most ef the work. 
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The enemy retiréd and we crossed the 
river that right. Kighty-three Boers 
were buried by the Ist Battalion, and 
two guns wee captured. Wildman, of 
D. 2nd Battalion, was grazed en the 
forehead by a price of shell, but the 
wound was not serious. Smaldeel sur- 
rendered next day. Yesterday, the 
-5th, was our first day under shell fire 
and they came close enough, too close 
for some of us. Lord Roberts was in 
town} Hutton'’s brigade came up with 
the main column. The next engag- 
ment was at Zand river. The Boers 
retreated during the night by train 
blowing up| bridges behind them, cross- 
ed the Zand river on the 9th' and camp+ 
ed with General French. Next morn- 
ing we were in saddles by 6 a.m. and 
started on the march, came up 
with the enemy and firing began at 
8 a.m. The caunon and pom-poms 


‘were firing nearly four hours. Most 


of the shells went to our left or drop- 
ped short. We were generally out of 
iranze. Near evening half of C. com- 
pany went over the ground where the 
charge was made by Scots Greys, N2- 
ta! Carbiniers and Inniskillings. There 
was found 13 dead and 34 wounded. 
It was an awful sight seeing the 
ywounded men tying round. Two 
captains and one lieutenant were 
among them. All the water we had 
was given to tnem. General French 
rode into Kroonstad yesterday, the 
Boers getting out two hours before, 
after blowing up the railway bridge; 
and ws came in yesterdays’ Service 
was held to-day by Father Sinnett and 
his sermon was on ‘the text Luke 11-24. 
There @vas a balloon watching the bat- 
tle day before yesterday. No further 
marching orders yet. We expect a 
mail any day for we have not had any 
for two weeks.”

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AN INTERESTING LETTER. 

Geo. Reid recent'y received the fol- 
lowing letter from his son with the 
Mounted Rifles at the front. 

Kroonstad, May i4 ’00. 

We arrived here day before yester- 
day and entered the town without fir- 
ing a shot. We expected the Boers 
would raake a great’ stand here, as re- 
ported, but we have such an immense 
army, and we have been outflanking 
them so often that they have made 
tracks for the Vaal river, where the 
country is nore dangerous on account 
o* its hilliness. We pulled into the 
town Saturday night and they left at 
midnight Iriday and the Kaffirs say 
they were pretty well frightened. 

They have had a monstrous guh 
which outranged ours and landed 
shells too close to us to be pleasant 
but about three miles back from here 
they were Gigging a trench for it, to 
help defend) the tawn when one of our 
guns dropped a shell right into it, 
blowing gun, men, and trench into 
“chunks.” 

The Boers have blown up ail the 
bridges as they reireated northward, 
but we are having the road~ graded 
tiown to the river and using floating 
brides, so that’ we will have communi- 
cation restored in about a week. 

The Free Staters for the greater 
part have laid down their arms and 
revarned to their homes. ¥bout ‘ive 
hundred surrendered here and the 
Flighlanders captured quite a number 
back at the -€and' river, where we had 
a serap the other day. 

There are a Jot of Red Cross men of 
the Boer army, left bere by them) 
who are glad lo see us, as they were 
“oommandeered” by the Boers fox this 
service 

‘The Kaffirs state that a ver¥ large 
number of wounded mem were sent, by 
the Boers to [Pretoria previous. to 
their leaving here. They (the Kaffirs) 
had quite a time when we got in, as 
the Boers had made siaves of them— 
they sang all night on our arrival. 

We were down town yesterday on 
fatigue duty, but did not do any work 
until last night when we had to load 
up transports with 20) lb. sacks of In- 
dian corn,which was pretty tough, as 
we didn’t have anything to eat from 
the day before. 

Lords Roberts and Kitchener have 
their headquarters here at present and 
are thought a great deal of by the men 
with «hom they chat a3 freely as 
among themselves. 

General Hutton has just been giv- 
ing ual history of the war so that we 
now know something ef what has 
been transpiring, So far we have 
known merely of what we were per- 
gsonally engaged in. Col. Alderson is 
our commander under Gen. Hutton. 


We. had a hard day about a week aga 
We were sent around the flank of the 
Boers to try and head them off, and 


were trotting -backwards and for- 
ward all day and night, trying to keep 
them in check, but they got away in 
the dark, on the other side. Our 
troop went off almost a mile to oc- 
cupy a small kopje which the Boers 
were supposed to have possession’ of 
but our pom-poms had driven them 
of. That was where we first saw our 


massacred men. Two squadrons of 
Mounted Inniskillings had approached 
a kraal of huts, where a white flag 


was flying, dismounting at about 40 
yards, when the Boers opened fire 
kiiling twelve men and ~ severely 


woundin zs most of the others. It was 


an awfui sight. One man had the 
whole side of his face blown out, noth- 
ing left but one cheek and part of 
the skull, That was from an explosive 
bulletLwhich they use as we have found 
lots of them. They even smear the bul- 
lets with verdigris to create blood poi- 
soning when they strike.

The principal sicknesses are dysentry 
and fever. Some dying of eourse of 
wounds. 

The Boers are reported as being 30 
miles beyond the Vaal river so ‘that 
they will not likely dispute our cross- 
ing of the latter as contemplated. 

As the Free Staters are giving up 
their arms by hundreds the war, if 
tontinued,will have to be by the Trans- 
vaalers alone and right in their own 
country. We are a little short of sup- 
plies as the convoy. has not arrived 
as yet and we had _issuéd_ to 
us yesterday and again to- 
day only one hard tack each 
instead of five or six as usual. We can 
eat. two at a meal but as we have 
plenty o? beef commandered from the 
Boers we will not starve. I carry tea 
anda “billy” always with me now and 
af’ I managed to get-the~last of the 
dried peaches in town I am not doing 
baidly. as

tremendous contrast it beimg— 
100 im the shide, during the day, and 
five or six degrees of, frost at: night 
und we only have two blankets and an 
overcoat. to sleep in. — Pace.

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TAXATION OF C P. R. LANDS. 
Gittawa, Jahe 22 1900 

The Northiwest got the worst throw 
down @f the session yesterday on ithe 
motion of Mr, Richardson requiring 
that all lands earmed by the C. P, R. 
should he patented to them by ths 16th 
of Feb., 1901 so that they mizht be 


subject to taxation from -that date 
(that “being the end of the 20 years 
exemption as he contended) or at such 
eubsequent date as they might become 
tnxable.. As is well known ir the 
Northwest the land grant of the C. 
P. R. was given exemption from taxa- 
tion for twenty years. The act grant- 
ing the exemyition became law on the 
idth of 'Feb., i881, and the general ur- 
derstanding was that the exemption 
would terminate on the same date of 
19015, ae 

That this exemption would bs a 
hardship wpon the settlers of the 
Northwest was recognized fully by 
parliament ait the time it was granted, 
but it was considered a necessity to 
the bargain and, as such was submitted 
io, At the time every 1oeans was tak- 
en ip parliament to convey the as- 
furance that from i&81 to 1901 was the 
term of exemption. The people of the 
west rested in this belief with calm 
senurity: till the 20 years bezan to ap 
proach its end. 

Owing to the strength which had in 
the meantime been developed by the 
C. P.R. and the willingness which had 
also been developed on the part ol 
many of those in authority to give 
that company the advantage in all 
matters of doubt and dispute between 
themseives and the y;mblic, -it began 
to be questioned as tec whether the 
exemptions would expire on the date 
expected, To set the matter at rest 
the question was asked in parliament 
some years ago, and the reply .was 
that the exemption on the lands of 
the C. P. R. would end 20 yearns “Af 
ter theigrant thereof from the crown” 
The wording of this reply seemed to 
ignore the idea that the exemption 
terminated absolutely in 1901 and leit 
it an open question as to when it 
would terminate. As this exemption 
from taxattion’is a question of supreme 
importance throughout a great deal 
of the settled area ‘of the Northwest 
it became necessary to bring the mat- 
ter to an issue. Warly in the present 
session Mr. Richardsen, M. P., for Lis- 
gadr againiasked from the government 
the date of the termination of exemp- 
He was informed in reply, “This 
is a matter of legal opinion, which if 
disputed can only be settled by a judi- 
cial decision,” but no date was men- 
tioned. 


lon. 


To say that this reply was a stun- 
ning blow to those who looked so con- 
lidently for the expiry of exemption 
next spring would be to put the ease 
Clearly it had come to the 
knowledge of the government that it 
was the intention of the company to 
fight the idea of the exemption end- 
ing in 1801 and to have that exemption 
extended as long as possible. If the 


mildly. 


words “grant from the crown” meant 
he issue of the patent to the company, 
inasmuch as no. -part of the 
tract had yet heen patented 
twenty . years exemption 
had not yet begun to run; and further 
inasmuch as there was no indication 
* intention on the part of the gov- 
ernment to require the company to 
accept patents for their lands there 
vas nothing to show when it wonid 
begin to mun. A most startling con- 
dition of affairs and one that could not 
be allowed to remain unchallenged. If 
the words “grant from the crown” 
meant acquirement by the company of 
their lands under the terms of the act 
in sections as the road was complete 
then the need of the immediate ratent- 
ing of the land was not as great; but 
inasmuch as a settlement based on 
this interpretation of ‘the contract 
would be a very complicated affair it 
was absolutely necessary that an un- 
derstanding asjto what was the proper 
interpretation of the law should be 
arrived at at once so that no time 
should &s lost in straightening out the 
taogies. Another reason why no fur+ 
ther time should be lost before the 
lands were patented arose in this way; 
Although the act provided that the 
iands became taxable as soon as soid 
or occupied, taxation was still avoid- 
ed on lands that were sold, by the use 
of an agreement of sale by the com- 
pany. Under this agreement of sale 
the lands did not pass to the purchas- 
er till he had completed his final pay- 
ment, ten yeams after purchase; and 
only when the final payment was com- 
pleted was a patent issued and then 
not to the railway company, but to 
the purchaser from the government. 
These cases caused endless confusion 
in statute labor and school districts, 
some purchasers paying and some re- 
fusing to pay. It was necessary in 
order to brinz such a cendition of af- 
fairs to ao end that the land should 


& be patented and thereby become tax- 
me able as soon as sold’ by the comrenay or 


occupied by the purchaser. 

In order to secure action by the 
House and if possible by the zovern- 
ment Mr. Richardson framed a resolu- 
tion settirg forth the inient of par- 
liament expressed at the time the 
charter to-the C.°P. R. was grant- 
ed, and directing that all jands earn- 
ed should be patented to the railway 
company, by the 16th Feb., 19¢1, ‘“in- 
asmuch as it was impossible to collect 
taxes from such lands until they are 
patented’? He supported the, resolu- 
ion with a carefully prepared speech 

i which he quoted copiously from the 
lehates which took place in the House 

t the time of the passing of the char- 
ler in which all the speakers were 
agreed that the exemption was not to 
last for more than 20 years from 

> passing of the act. Not only was 


— 


that. the understanding f parliament 
at the time, but he also read frem the 
kepsrts of the C. P. R. sfiowing that 
they claimed absolute Ownership’ of 


the land and exercised the rights of 


ownership to the extent of raisiag 
twenty-five millions dollars on it with- 
ina year after the passing ofthe char- 
ter. These facts were put forth hy 
Mr. Richardson in order tto prove the 
propriety of taking the acticn which 
his motion called for at the time men- 
tioned: rather than at soma future 
flats. Having established a reasonable 
provahility that the exemption ceased 
on a certain date his motion request- 
ed the government to do their part 
towards putting the lands in such a 
position that if the possibility turned 
out to be a certainty they could be 
taxed forthwith. In concluding his 
remarks Mr. Richardson said that he 
had always taken the stand on this 
que-tion which he now took before the 
House and if it should not be his for- 
tune to return after the coming elec- 
‘tions it would be a source of satisfac- 
tion toa him that the last words he had 
said in parliament were in defence of 
the public interest on this subject. 


Sic Wilfrid -Lamrier took strong 
ground against the motion 
which he 
dialistie in tendency and an 
attempt to get parliament to over-ride 
the rights of the GC. P. R. While ad- 
mitting the hardships that the people 
o: the West labored under by reason 
of this exemption from taxation he de- 
clared in so many words _ that they 
would have to continue to suffer from 
it and that their only hope of relief 
was in the courts. He scouted the 
idea that the exemption expired 20 
years from the date of the fFassing of 
the charter. It might be argued that 
the exemption commenced with) ¢he 
earning of the lands by the construc- 
tion of the rood; but he himself held 
che opinion that it did not commence 
until the land had been patented by 
the crown to the railway company. 

In takirg this view Sin Wilfrid 
seemed to forget the position in which 
it placed his government on the ques- 
tion. If the exemption terminated in 
1901; or twenty years after the land 
had been earned by the construction 
of the road; no serious loss had yet 
been incurred by the non-patenting of 
the land. But if the exemption only 
began to run after the land wasrat- 
ented during the four years which Sir 
Wilfrid’s government has been in 
existence, by reason of that govern- 
ment not having taken action to pat- 
ent its lands to the company the ex- 
émption which Sir Wilfrid himself said 
wa a serious burden to the settlers, 
in respect of which he sympathized 
with them sincerely, had been extend- 
ed for four more years. By his inac- 
tion the exemption had been made 24 
instead of 20 years, when 20 years had 
been considered the extreme limit of 
the rights of the company, when the 
charter was being granted. If Gir 
Wiltrid’s contention is correct the 
government which loses a year in ferc- 
ing upon the company the patents for 
its lands is practically laying a burden 
o£ taxation of $160 and upwards for 
the year on every statute labor town- 
ship in which th?

But mere im- 
“wortant still was the fact which he 
reclected to note that until the lands 
ire patented to the company as re- 
juc ted by the resolution even that 
-emedy id not available. For until the 
‘ands are actually owned by the com- 
“ary they are owned by the govern- 
ment and therefore are not either as- 


| sessable or taxable against the com- 


pary. The resolutien simply asked 
he government to put the settlers in 

position to get the decision of the 
courts, and the reauest was ignored. 

Mr. Drinkwater, secretary of the C. 
P. R.; was in the gallery watching the 
progress of the motioa and ‘in order 
ict to be behind the premier in estab- 
lishing his right to the favor of that 
conpany Sir Chas. ‘Tupper- went on 
Uoag the same lines; and with less 
weument but more abuse upheld the 
argain with the C. P. R. in its en- 
tirety as one of the most magnificent 
pieces of statesmanship that the world 
had ever seen, quite agreeing with the 
premier’s view that the attack upon 
the interests of the company con- 
tained in the resolution was of the 
mot socialistic nature. 

Mr. Oliver seconded the resolution; 
pointing out that there was no at- 
tempt as bad| been suggested by the 
leaders of both parties to ask parlia- 
ment to dictate as to the interpreta- 
tion of the C. P. R. charter or as to 
the date of the termination of the ex- 
emption. All that was asked was 
that the land should be patented so 
that the exemption should terminate 
whatever the law. might permit.
